And  all  that  is  within  me,  bless  his  holy 
name. 

Bless  the  L(,rb,  0  my  soul,  and  forget 
not  all  his  benefits  : 

Who  forgiveth  all  thine  iniquities ;  who 
healeth  all  thy  diseases  ; 

Who  redeemeth  thy  life  from  destruc- 
tion ;  who  crowneth  thee  with  loving- 
kindness  and  tender  mercies ; 

Who  satisfieth  thy  mouth  with  good 
things;  so  that  thy  youth  is  renewed 
like  the  eagle's. 
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The  Lord  executeth  righteousness  and 
judgment  for  all  that  are  oppressed.

For  he  knoweth  our  frame ;  he  remem- 
hereth  that  we  are  dust. 

As  for  man,  his  days  are  as  grass :  as  a 
flower  of  the  field,  so  lie  flourisheth. 

I'or  the  wind  passeth  over  it,  and  it  is 
gone ;  and  the  place  thereof  shall  know 
it  no  more. 

But  the  mercy  of  the  Lord  is  from 
everlasting  to  everlasting  upon  them 
that  fear  him,  and  his  righteousness 
unto  ehildreu's  cliildren ; 

To  such  as  keep  his  covenant,  and  to 
those  that  remember  his  command- 
ments to  do  them. 

The  Lord  hath  prepared  his  throne  in 
the  heavens ; 

And  his  kingdom  ruleth  over  all. 

Bless  the  Lord,  ye  his  angels,  that  ex- 
cel in  strength,  that  do  his  eomniand- 
ments,  hearkening  unto  the  voice  of 
his  word. 

Bless  ye  the  Lord,  all  ye  his  hosts ;  ye 
ministers  of  his,  that  do  his  pleasure. 


Bless  the  Lord,  all  his  works  in  all 
places  of  his  dominion: 

Bless  the  Lord,  0  my  soul.

Deliver  me  not  over  unto  the  will  of 
mine  enemies:  for  false  witnesses  are 
risen  up  against  me,  and  such  as  breathe 
out  cruelty. 

I  had  fainted,  uni3ss  I  had  believed  to 
see  the  goodness  of  the  Lord  in  the 
land  of  the  living. 

Wait  on  the  Lord  :  be  of  good  courage, 
and  he  shall  strengthen  thine  heart: 
wait,  I  say,  on  the  Lord. 

The  Lord  is  my  shepherd  ;  I  shall  not 
want.  He  maketh  me  to  lie  down  in 
green  pastures :  he  leadeth  me  beside 
the  still  waters. 

He  restoreth  my  soul :  he  leadeth  me  in 
the  paths  of  righteousness  for  his  name's 
sake. 


Yea,  though  I  walk  through  the  valley 
of  the  sljj^dovv  of  death,  I  will  fear  no 
evil:

Do  not  I  hate  them,  O  Lord,  that  hate 
thee  ?  and  am  not  I  grieved  with  those 
that  rise  up  against  thee  1 

I  hate  them  with  perfect  hatred :  I 
count  them  mine  enemies. 

Search  me,  O  (lod.  ami  know  my  heart : 
try  me,  and  know  my  thoughts  : 

And  see  if  there  be  any  wicked  way  in 
me,  and  lead  me  in  the  way  everlasting.

Therefore  his  people  return  hither :  and 
waters  of  a  full  cup  are  wrung  out  to 
them. 

And  tlioy  sjiy,  How  doth  (Jod  know? 
and  is  tht'vc  kuowh'djj^o  in  the  Most 
Hi  oh  ? 

Behold,  these  are  the  ungodly,  who 
prosper  in  the  world ;  they  increase  in 
riches. 

Verih'  I  have  cloansed  my  hoart  in 
vain,  and  washod  my  hands  in  inno- 
ceney. 

For  all  the  day  long  have  I  been 
plagued,  and  chastened  every  morning. 

If  I  say,  I  will  speak  thus;  l)chold,  I 
shonld  otfend  against  the  generation 
of  thy  chihlrou. 

When  I  thought  to  know  this,  it  was  too 
painful  for  me ; 

Until  I  went  into  the  sanctuary  of 
God ;  then  understood  I  their  end.

Trust  in  the  Loud,  and  <Io  good;  so 
sluUt  thou  dwell  in  the  land,  and  verily 
thou  shalt  be  fed. 

Delight  thyself  also  in  the  Lord;  and  he 
shall  give  luce  t^e  desires  of  thine  heart. 

Commit  thy  way  unto  the  Lokd  ;  trust 
also  in  him;  and  he  shall  l»ring  it  to 
pass.

Tliou  calU'dst  in  trouble,  and  I  deliv- 
ored  thee ; 

I  answered  thee  in  the  secret  place  of 
thunder :  I  proved  thee  at  the  waters  of 
Meribah. 

Hear,  O  my  people,  and  I  will  testify 
UTito  thee :

HELP,  Lord;  for  the  godly  man 
ceaseth ;  for  the  faithful  fail  from 
among  the  children  of  men. 
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They  speak  vanity  every  one  with  his 
neighbonr :  with  flattering  lips  and  with 
a  double  heart  do  they  speak. 

The  Lord  shall  cut  off  all  flattering 
lips,  and  the  tongue  that  speaketh 
proud  things : 

Who  have  said,  With  our  tongue  will 
we  prevail ;  our  lips  are  our  own :  who 
is  lord  over  us? 

For  the  oppression  of  the  poor,  for  the 
sighing  of  the  needy,  now  will  I  arise, 
saitii  the  Lord;  I  will  set  him  in 
safety  from  him  that  puffeth  at  him. 

The  words  of  the  Lord  are  pure  words : 
as  silver  tried  in  a  furnace  of  earth, 
purified  seven  times. 

Thou  shalt  keep  them,  0  Lord,  thou 
shalt  preserve  them  from  this  gener- 
ation for  ever. 

The  wicked  walk  on  every  side,  when 
the  vilest  men  are  exalted. 


Why  standest  thou  afar  off,  0  Lord  ? 
why  hidest  thou  thvself  in  times  of 

ft'  V 

trouble  ? 

The  wicked  in  his  pride  doth  persecute 
the  poor :  let  them  be  taken  in  the  de- 
vices that  they  have  imagined. 

For  the  wicked  boasteth  of  his  heart's 
desire,  aud  blesseth  the  covetous,  whom 
the  Lord  abhorretli. 

The  wicked,  through  the  pride  of  his 
countenance,  will  not  seek  after  God: 
God  is  not  in  all  his  thoughts. 

His  ways  are  always  grievous;  thy 
judgments  are  far  al)ove  out  of  his 
sight :  as  for  all  liis  enemies,  he  puffeth 
at  them. 

He  hath  said  in  his  heart,  I  shall  not  be 
moved :  for  I  shall  never  be  in  adversity. 

His  mouth  is  full  of  cursing  and  de- 
ceit and  fraud:  under  his  tongue  is 
mischief  and  van  it  v. 


He  sitteth  in  the  lurking  places  of  the 
villages:  in  the  secret  places  doth  he 
murder  the  innocent :  his  eyes  are  privily 
set  against  the  poor. 

He  lieth  in  wait  secretly  as  a  lion  in 
his  den :  he  lieth  in  wait  to  catch  the 
poor :  he  doth  catch  the  poor,  wbon  he 
draweth  him  into  his  net. 

He  croucheth,  and  humbleth  himself, 
that  the  poor  may  fall  by  his  strong 
ones. 

He  hath  said  in  his  heart,  God  hath 
forgotten  :  he  hideth  his  face ;  he  will 
never  see  it. 

Arise.  0  Lord;  0  God,  lift  up  thine 
hand:  forget  not  the  humble. 

Wherefore  doth  the  wicked  contemn 
God  ?  he  hath  said  in  his  heart,  Thou 
wilt  not  require  it. 

Thou  hast  seen  it;  for  thou  beholdest 
mischief  and  spite,  to  requite  it  with 
thy  hand :  the  poor  committeth  himself 
imto  thee ;  thou  art  the  helper  of  the 
fatherless. 

Lord,  thou  hast  heard  the  desire  of  the 
humble;  thou  wilt  prepare  their  heart, 
thou  wilt  cause  thine  ear  to  hear : 

To  judge  the  fatherless  and  the  op- 
pressed, that  the  man  of  the  earth  may 
no  more  oppress. 

The  fool  hath  said  in  his  heart,  There  is 
no  God.  They  are  (!orrui)t,  they  have 
done  abominable  works,  there  is  none 
that  doeth  good. 

The  Lord  looked  down  from  heaven  upon 
the  children  of  men,  to  see  ii  there  were 
any  that  did  understand,  and  seek  God. 

They  are  all  gone  aside,  they  are  all 
together  become  filthy :  there  is  none 
that  doeth  good,  no,  not  one. 

Have  all  the  workers  of  iniquity  no 
knowledge  ?  who  eat  up  my  people  as 
they  eat  bread,  and  call  not  upon  the 
Lord. 
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There  were  they  in  great  fear :  for  God 
is  in  the  generation  of  the  righteous.

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I  will  incline  mine  ear  to  a  parable :  I 
will  open  my  dark  saying  upon  the  harp. 

Wherefore  should  I  fear  in  the  days  of 

e.'il, 

When  the  iniquity  of  my  heels  shall 
compass  me  about  ? 

They  that  trust  in  tlieir  wealth,  and 
boast  themselves  in  the  multitude  of 
their  riches ;  none  of  them  ean  by  any 
means  redeem  his  brotijer,  nor  give  to 
(rod  a  ransom  for  him : 

(For  the  redemption  of  their  soul  is  pre- 
cious, and  it  ceaseth  for  ever : ) 

That  he  should  still  live  for  evei-,  and 
not  see  corruption. 

For  he  seeth  that  wise  men  die,  likewise 
the  fool  and  the  brutish  person  perish, 
and  leave  their  wealth  to  others. 

Their  inward  thought  is,  that  their 
houses  shall  continue  for  ever,  and 
their  dwellingplaces  to  all  generations ; 

They  call  their  lands  after  their  own 
names. 

Nevertheless  man  being  in  honour  al)id- 
eth  not :  he  is  like  the  beasts  that  perish. 

This  their  way  is  their  fohy :  yet  their 
posterity  approve  their  sayings. 

Like  sheep  they  are  laid  in  the  grave ; 
death  shall  feed  on  them ;  and  the  up- 
right shall  have  dominion  over  them  in 
the  morning;  and  their  ])eauty  shall  con- 
sujne  in  the  grave  from  their  dwelling. 

But  God  will  redeem  my  soul  from  the 
power  of  the  grave :  for  he  shall  receive 
me. 

Be  not  thou  afraid  when  one  is  made 
rich,  when  the  glnry  of  his  house  is 
increased;  for  when  he  dieth  he  shall 
oorrv  nothing  awav :  his  glory  shall 
not  descend  after  him. 

Though  while  he  lived  he  blessed  his  soul, 
and  men  will  praise  thee,  when  thou 
doest  well  to  thyself. 


lie  shall  go  to  the  generation  of  his 
fathers ;  they  shall  never  see  light. 

Man  that  is  in  honour,  and  understand- 
eth  not,  is  like  the  beasts  that  perish. 

I  said.  I  will  take  heed  to  my  ways, 
that  I  sin  not  with  my  tongue:  I  will 
keep  my  mouth  with  a  bridle,  while  the 
wicked  is  before  me. 

I  was  dumb  with  silence,  I  held  my  peace, 
even  from  good;  and  my  sorrow  was 
stirred. 

My  heart  was  hot  within  nie;  while  I 
was  musing  the  fire  burned  : 

Then  spake  I  with  my  tongue.  Lord, 
make  me  to  know  mine  end,  and  the 
measure  of  my  days,  what  it  is ;  that  I 
may  know  how  frail  I  am. 

Behold,  thou  hast  made  my  days  as  a 
handbreadth  ;  and  mine  age  is  as  no- 
thing before  thee : 

Verily  every  man  at  his  best  state  is 
altogether  vanity. 

Surely  every  man  walketh  in  a  vain 
shew  :  surely  they  are  disquieted  in 
vain : 

He  heapeth  up  riches,  and  knoweth  not 
who  shall  gather  them. 

And  now,  Lord,  what  wait  I  for?  my 
hope  is  in  thee. 

Deliver  me  from  all  my  transgressions : 
make  me  not  the  reproach  of  the  foolish. 

I  was  dumb,  I  ojicned  not  my  mouth; 
l)ecause  thou  didst  it. 

Remove  thy  stroke  away  from  me :  I  am 
consumed  by  the  blow  of  thine  hand. 

When  thou  with  rebukes  dost  correct 
man  for  iniquity,  thou  makest  his 
beauty  to  consume  awa}'  like  a  moth : 

Surely  every  man  is  vanity. 

Hear  my  prayer,  O  Lord,  and  give  ear 
mito  my  ci-y;  hold  not  thy  peace  at 
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my  tears:  for  T  am  a  stranj^er  with 

thee,  and  a  sojtnirucr,  as  all  my  fathers 

were. 

0  spare  me,  thct  I  may  recover  strength, 
before  I  go  hence,  and  be  no  more.
